Tux Greek Verſion, imperfect as it is, 
will be of great Uſe to us: There are there- 


in a thouſand Clauſes which give us the Ge- 
nius of the Hebrew Language, by which we 


may be able to judge the Senſe of ſuch Paſ- 


ſages as appear miſconſtrued, and of ſuch 


as are omitted in the Verſion; eſpecially if 


we examine the Uſe of any Word in all the 
ſeveral Clauſes in which it occurs, 


WHEN the bleſſed Apoſtles were to con- 
vert the heathen World to the Chriſtian 
Faith, their firſtand chiefeſt Arguments might 


be from theſe Prophecies, and their Accom- 
pliſhment in the Perſon of Jeſus of Nazareth, 
our bleſſed Lord and Saviour.

But the manner of Conſideration in an infinite 
Mind 1s not to be expreſſed, Theſe Ends and 


Purpoſes could center only in Man himſelf; 
they can be only this, That he himſelf may

ſon aſſures us from the Conſideration of the 
Attributes of God, his infinite Happineſs and 


Perfection, to which nothing can be added, 
from which nothing can be taken. 


F. IV. (2.) TREN fince the End for 


which Man was to be created was his own 
Happineſs, it will follow that he muſt be 
made a Free Agent; he muſt have it in his
